all theſe, their ſo abſoſute complements if it were 
not for your honor, they would piſcari m aride, 
fiſh onely by theoricks, and by contemplation, 
and not by practicks, and by reall action. Like 


thoſe ſchollers of Trnberuu, that wee reade of 


in [uvenall, ---bebers lautiſſima ferro ¶ aditur, & to- 
14 fonat vlmea cana Saburrã. Who learning artifi- 


cially to carve dainty diſhes, were taught for to 


practiſe, but on wodden counterfcits, on wod- 


den hares, and on wodden phaiſants, and ſuch 
like delicate, but yet wodden ſubiects. Right 


ſo, my good Lord, fares it, with our Acade- 
micall fiſhers, vvho having neither pooles, nor 
pulpittes of their one, wherein they might ex- 


erriſe their evangelicall fiſhing: are forced to 
Ficuſe on Idæaes and theoties. And indeede, 
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pstheir practiſe is meerely imaginarie, fo. their 
preferment , for the moſt part, is little better 
hen imaginary. For propolingto themſelves, l 
knowe not how great hopes, and dreaming with 
: «AiÞbalion, of a goodly . govr'y fiſh , when they 
examine their aime, and wake vp their witteg, 
then, with him, they can finde themſelves, 
both hopeleſſe, and fiſhleſſe. VVere I not 
of ne ceſſitie, to appeare before your honor, moſi 
loth ſhould l bee, to deſcend to particulars, hut 
I humblie crave pardon, for my ſo yenturous 
+preſumption . So meane a poore fiſherman, 88 
my fillieſelfe , not worthic ſomuch, as to caprie 
the tacklings, after ſo many tamous Academicall 
fiſhers, have more then full twenty yeares; ei- 
we loitred, orlaboured, at that ſacred vvell- 
cad of Academicall fiſhing, or to ſpeake more 
- particularly , at thoſe two ſmaller ſtreames, which 
how watred many plants, of your honors own 
cheriſhing, I meane thoſe choile plants, both 
of Chriſtchurch and Braſenoſe, which doe owe 
their whole growth, to your honorable influ- 
ence, All whichcime, I ſaw nor, the leſt hope, or 
glimmering. of any one poore pray, that was 
vvorth the catching, till of late, it ſo pleaſed 
the greate maſterfiſher, to offer to my Ce 
ſuch a filvermouthed fiſh, as hee offred vato Pe- 
ter, in the 17. of Mathew, that ſol mought 
duburſe, both for my ma tec : 
vB 
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is, cheriſh his poore members, and maintayne 
mine owne ſelfe. But as ſoone as | ſtrooke him, 
and was drawing him to land, hee ſprang from 
me vnluckily, into briers, and brambles, into 
the briers of contention, and the brambles of 
ſuſpicion. The briers that I meane, are the en- 
* of law, which doe growe too too 
rankelie, in that lland of briers, for the olde 
name of Weltminſter , vvas Spmarnm inſula, if 
Polydor may bee credited, inthe ſecond of his 
hiſtory.

And ſo cleare, my good Lord, is mine inno- 
eencie herein, that 1 could with with Lucian, in 
his Reviviſcentes, that all thoſe herdum ſimia, as he 
there calles them, which like to the Cumane iſle, 
that hee there i ſpeakes of, dare ſtrote it, and 
ſtalke it, vnder a Lyons skinne, were fo han- 
dled, as that aſſe was, vnder his countcrfeit caſe, 
or at leſt, fortheiraperie, and their apith coun- 
terfettrie, mought weare the faire cogniſance of 
a ese, and be branded in the forchead,with 
the marke of an ape, It remaineth, my good Lord, 
that I humbly crave pardon, for preſenting to- 
your honor, ſo poore a diſh of fiſh, the ſpeciall 
| acai ang emboldened me therto, is your 
onorable great care, of Academicall poore fi- 
(hers, for which, the Lord Ieſus, that greate

@ Ecer and his partners, Right 
worſhipful and welbeloved, 
men fathers & brethren, be- 
ing profeſſed, and experten 
ced fiſhermen, neither dal» 
lying at their worke, but la- 
xy bouring hardly, neither la- 
2} bounng hardly fora ſpirte, 
7 but enduring the toyle, and 
drudgery of the whole night, do catch, not a few, for 
that had been ſome though a ſmal encouradgment, 
but not ſo much as dne eie of fiſn, in liew, & recom- 
penſe, of all ther wat ching, their travel, and their pa- 
tience. To aſeend one ſtep higher, & yet no further, 
then from Peter to himſelſe, from that which he was, 
to that which he is, from his illiberal profeſsion, to his 
ſpiritual vocation , from his once being a fiſherman, 
to his now being a filher of men, And from him alſo 
to aſcend,one fecond ſtep higher, eve to our ſelues, 
his fellowfiſhermen: never more fiſhing, never leſſe 
catching then now, never more — never 
leſſe practiſing then now;Maſter and Lord leſus, we 
alſo haue laboured all night, and haue caught no- 
thing. Every clergie man is . Peter, aud eve- 
ry clergy man hath a 8 in his mouth. everie 
layman i a diſcourſing goſpeller, and every liyman 
hath the ſcripture in his . the water, Mhere 
: 7 an 
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the one ſort doth 1 the other doth flote, js 
a very deluge, God be bleſſed for it,of the worde of 
God, covering and o verſpreading this whole lland, 
as the waters doe the ſea Eſay 11. And yet veholde, 
whether the fault be ſeverally either in the fiſhers, or 
e fiſhes, or otherwiſe ioimtly in them both, Maſter 
and Lord leſus thou beſt knoweſt, but howloever, 
thus much our ſelues doe know, that we haue labou⸗ 
red all night, and haue caught nothing. 

Doubtles, ſuch ſharpſet, and importunate fiſhing, 
canot be ſo fruſtrate, and ſo fruitles, but through the 
Treat default, either of the fiſhers, or the fiſhes, or of 
koch. The more is the pitty, both very faulty, & hard 
to tell, whether of the two more faulty, ſcut 
feſacerdorluch prieſt, ſuch people, ſaith the prophet 
Oſe in his . chap. and as it is in the 5.of leremy, pro- 
phetepredicabant mendlacium, & ſac erdotes applandebent 
wanbus ſw & populuu me tas dilaxit talia, The lying 
prophets preach one thinge, and practiſe another 
thing, the prieſts, they applaud the hypocriſie ofthe 
prophets, and the people tun amadding after both, 
thus doth both prophet, prieſt, and people, daunce 
round in a rin g, with hand in hand, being ſo linked, 
and ſo 3 each one in another, as if al ſtroue to 
daunce,but one kinde ot daunce, even that imagi- 
narie, vertiginous, & giddibraine daunce, ofa dead, 
anda devildha fruitles, and a workles faith. Thus 
doth both prieſt & people, as the pſalmiſt ſpeaketh, 
is circuits embaulare,curnc round, like thoſe - hin- 
mos 
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ving, and neither ofthem ſturring an hearebreadth 
further, the tongues of both of them, alwaies wag 

ing, hut the hands of neither ofthe, ever workin 
A that I may truly, ſay that of both, which Livie in 
the like caſe, ſaid of Palepoſis gens lingua mag ts quam. 
factu ſtrenua. A people much more given to pratling, 
and twatling. then to the performance of any thing, 
whereof they prattle. | h 

You are very quicke, Sir,ſaith one, and you wade 
very far Sit, ſai n another, in the zeale, and earneſt- 
nes of your fiſhing, you muſt beare with looſers, ſaie 
, and ſuffer them to ipeake, fot behold, we haue la- 
boured al night, and haue caught. at nothing. That 
al our fiſting, is fiſhles and fruit les, the general lapſe, 
and revolt from all good workes, doth too plainelie 
declare, and therefore it being a thing more to be la- 
mented, then tobe doubred of, it is needles for mee 
to proue the ſame. But that in the midſt of ſuch ears 
neſt, and toileſome, and vnceſlant fiſhing, and that 
among ſuch greate cherſe,and variety, of ſo many 
pamefull good fiſhers,ſo httle good ſhould bee got, 
as a catch of not hingt Hat is very wel worth the wo 
dring, and worth alfo the ſcanning & conſidering. 

The cauſe v-hv in theſe daics, all our fiſning is fo 
fruitles, ind why we, ſo many. and fo infinite fiſhers, 
after our ſo'greattrowling, and prowling for fiſhes, 
doerathtranffe all, and looſe all, then catch any fi- 
ſnes be two, as Itake it, and thoſe eſpeciall ones. The 
ode in the fiſhers,theirynskilfulnesin fiſhing, the 0s 
cher itrrke fiſnies, then back wardnes in biting. The 
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kt of which two cauſes, i will now oy ſtande on, 


namely the fault ofthe fiſhers, their vaskilfulnes in 
ing. This vnskilfulnes in fiſhers, l take to he two- 
olde, the one, when they haue no cunning in the 
hoiſe of their baites, the other, when they haue no 
exterity in the welding of their inſtrumentes. For 
neither is he to be counted fora cunning fiſher, that 
only knowes how, to handle his inſtruments, for the 
there were no vſe of baites, in the art of fiſhing, nei- 
ther is he alſo to bee reckoned skilfull, that only is 
$kild in the choiſe of his baites. for then baites with- 
out ginnes were ſufficient to fiſh with, but an abſo- 
lute fiſher muſt haue skill in both. Fuſttherefore of 
the firſt ſort of vnskilfulnes in fiſhing, when the fiſhy 
ers haue no skill in the choiſe of their baites. 

There ate many kinds of baites, of excellent ver⸗ 
tue, wherewith the ſpirituall fiſnerman muſt needes 
baite his hooke,if he ever meane to ſpeede, and to 
thriue in fiſhing, And among thoſe many, there bee 
twoeſpeciall ones, the omitting, or vnskilfull vſing 
of which two baites, be the two greateſt cauſes, that 
I can finde, why the fiſhers of this a eee ſo il in 

fiſhing. The firſt baite, is the baite of patience, the ſes 
cond baite, is the baite of integritie, and both theſe 
are baites ot admirable efficacie. & firſt of the firſt. 

To labour hard all night, & to catch nothing, one 
would thinke, were enough to diſcourage a fiſher, d 

to make him in a chafe, to fling away his tooles, and 
to fotſweare his profe ſsion for ever after, eſpeciallie, 


A beſides this his bad ſucceſſe, hee ſhould ſuffer ani 
eee 
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hard difgrace,orindi 7005 And no meaner a fiſher, 
then the propher leremy,was troubled with a ſpice 
ofthis waſpith humor, when being gibed, & flouted 
ar,for his preachin 750 throughly reſolved to gue og 
ver his preaching, for ſo faith himſelfe denn 


the 20. chap acta ſum ridiemi us toto die durs non log 
meg, nominabo nomen domme. But as he in the end, di 
bridle this humor, ſo muſt every fellow fiſher of his, 
likewiſe bridle it, & remeber, that it is not enough, 
tobe onely xn, but with al alſo to be a- 
106. As Paul requireth 2.Tim.2.not only to haue the 
gift of preaching, but to beare with thoſe alſo, that 
do ſcorne our preaching, Moveat ille mihi riſũ, ego fore 
reffe illi lachrymas movebo , conflitui tamen contumelias 
perpeti. Seneca, epiſt. 29. though my preaching nowe 
doth mooue but laughter, yet becauſe hereafter it 
may wring out teares, therefore | will ſtill perſiſt in 
preaching. Audiet & diſcedet,audiat & diſcedar audiot 
& irridebit ,audiat of irrideat, al:quande ſapiet, aliquands 
agnoſcet aliquarids relinqustur 4 popule ſus , remanet cum 
corde ſus,r enunciat errors ſus gratias agit Deo ſuo.

that he ſuffered Drony/1 to ſpawle on his face, and 
being taxed for his baſenes, in brookeing ſuch indig. 
nity, he made anſwer thus, They that goe to fili, for 
no better the for gudgins, can ſuffer themſelues fou- 
lie to be dirted, & dabbled vet ego vt Balevam accipiã, 
v patiar excreatione aſpergeꝛand ſhall not I. that go to 
fiſh, for the gregt fiſh Day ſiuu, ſuffer my ſelfe ſpurt- 
led with alittle ſpawling? What talke Lof a cour- 
ting, and temporiſing Ariſiypm ? Goe tothe Arch- 
fiſher of all mankind , the Lord leſus , Vent ille pate, 
went ille mori, went ille ſputis lin ri, venu ſums corona- 
ri, venit opprobria audire , venit poſtremò lgno configs ; 
Omnia hac alle pro te, tu nb pro allo, ſed pro ted he, laith 
Auſten in the ſame booke de paſtorrbru c. 5. why he 
came to ſuffer, he came to die, he came to bee ſlub- 
bred with ſpittle, hee came to bee crowned yvith 
thornes, he came to heare re proches, and laſtly hee 
came to he crycified,did he endure all this for thee, 
and wilt thou doe nothing for him, but all for thy 
ſelfe?

ſupportable puniſhments, of the everlaſting worme 
of conſcience, and hell fire, Which heavie plumbers,

For firſt, hefiſht at randam in the 
darke, and therfore, as he ſpeakes in the comedy, he 
mought well enough, quod ceperit, in digitis percoque- 
ye, all the fiſn that he caught, he mought frie in his 
fingers. ſecondly, he fiſht not deepe enough, but in 
the ebb, and the ſhallow, & therfore had not chriſt 
directed him with a duc in altum, as his fiſhing v vas 
ſuperficia ll, ſo had his catching been as ſupetſiciall. 
Thirdly he was too ſtrait, and too pinching, in the 
opening of his nettes, for had not chriſt gieven bym 
his leſſon, oflaxate retia, his narrowmouthed nettes, 
had encloſed no fiſhes. t 

The firſt error therefore of Peter, wa jn thę pir· 
cumſtance of tyme,and by a conſequent aſſg. in t 
circumſtance of perſon, for erring in the one, he fay- 
led in che other, and fiſhing in the darke, he fiſhed 
but by ayme, not fiſhing diſtinctly, for theſe, or theſe 
in ſeverall, hut ay ming confuſedly at all in generall.

with the violent wrelt of his newfound muſick, 
racks every ſmall minikin, beyond his rec he, & 
as high as the eela, of his owne muſicall quinteſ- 
ſence. Youknow well enough, what he faith, 
in Gellius, relgentem eſſe oportet , religioſum. uefa. 
* muſt not be 21 too e 
feare of cracking, eſpeciallie vpon every violet 
teaterhooke,of every newfound diſ pine, Wes 
it not ſor one harih ſtring of vntunable ſacrilege, 
that iartet h ſofilthily in our evangelicall muſick 
what ſweeter kind of harmony, could your hartes 
deſire? And therefdre, either crye out againſt 
that old iarr, to haue it redreſſed, or add no other 
newer iarres, to the marring ofthe conſort. 
Paul was a muſician of a more pliable temper, he, 
when the ſtrings would not yeld to him, then 
heſtowped, and yeelded vntothe ſtrings. For 
though he had, faith Chry ſoſtom in his 1. bopke 
dle ſactrdotio, firit wreſted his doctrine to ſo higha 
. ki. Pitch 
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pitch, as blanty andre adly „ totellthe Ga- 
thians, that chriſt ſhould not profitt them, if 
hey would ſtand on circumciſion, yet after, he 
ett es fall the ſame ſtring ſo low. that he yel- 
dethto the circumcifion of his owne ſon Timoe 
hy. And though, he is one while ſo overſtraict- 
Fate, at to hold all ceremonies, without all ex- 
ception, to be cleane derogatorie from the credit 
f the goſpell, yet another while he becomes, ſo 
ack, and temiſſe, that himſelf doth ſubſcribe 
o the obſcryation of them, fic beatrille Paulas, 
welt as villas [mdeorum myriades ad fe alleflavit . fo 
did thatbleſled muſician S. Paul, by the loofing, 
and ſlackning of thoſe weaker ſtringes , make a 
molt ſweete, & moſt happie conſort, of ſo ma- 
ny myriades of converted ſoules. Areum ſunm 
rerendir, the lord hath bent his bowe, faith the 
rophet, in the 7. Pſalme, this bent bow ,ſaith 
Ban the lords ſtring inſtrument, & the ſtring 
is not ling elſe, but his xeaegrd , his pow - 
er ofrendeing, and inflicting vengeance. which 
firing, ſaith he, the lord, doth either looſe, or 
ſtraine, as his mercy, or his iuſtice, ſhall eit her 
way occaſion him, What meaneth then our new 
let of eyangehcall muſicians, to be ſo ſtrict, anc 
preciſc ,in their newfound muſick, as not tof⸗ 
a note, onthe inſtrument of life, ſeing that th.

Secondly there be win dinſtruments, as well at 
ſtringinſtrum ẽts, that the ſpirituall muſician, muſt 
be well skulld in, u tub exalia vocem tuam. Lift 
vp thy voice, O 505 Ike the ſorwnd ofa trumpet, 
ſaith the lord vnto him, in the 58.of his prophecy. 
for what elſe are the preachers, but the lords owne 
trumpetters, Ja Tha cn d A TYWUCpuaTos %,; 
their hartes, and their mout hes, a8 ſo many ſan- 
ified pipes being blo wne, and inſpired by the 
holy Ghoſt? as Bafill ſpeaketh in his 6. bexameros, 
No theſe trumpetts muſt be blowne, verie wiſe 
lie, and diſtinctly, that every ſpirituall ſauldier, 
in his proper place, may haue certain direction, 
what * bath to doe. forif the trumpett doth 
ive but an vncerta in ſound , then who, ſaith 
the apoſtle, can prepare himſelfe to battle? In the 
10. of Numbers there be two ſilver trumpetts, & 
thoſe to be blowne, by none but the prieſt, the 
number of them, the matter ofthem, the man- 
ner ofthe making of them, and the manifolde 
vſe of them, after they were made, all theſe do 
nt out that abſolute diſcretion, that ſo exact. 
71 require ina ſpiritual muſician, Frſt they wert 
two, thereby to intimate, that as there is nor a 
ſingle, but a double doctrine, the one ofthe law, 
and the other of the goſpell, ſothe publiſſung af 
the fame, ſhold be diverſe, and double. Secondly 
the matter of theſe A filver;to ow, 
ö 2 that 
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Thar the found of a preachers voice, ſhold not he 
of a dreaming, ofa ledden, and a dull, but of a 
ſharp, anda quick, a:id a ſilverlike vtterance. 
Thirdly they were ductiles, that is, wrought with 
the hammer, and pliable to ali kind offlrokes, & 
irupreiſions. Such a fiiver trumpett, was the A- 

oſtle S. Paul, who was oma omnibus , vt omnes 
kwcrifaceres, he attempred himſelfe tothe humors 
of all, that tv i1e mought ſauce, and convert all. 
Fourthly,the vie of them was diverſe, and many- 
fold, ſometuues to incite the people to warring, 
and ſoinetimes, cleane contrarie, to invite them 
to feaiting, ſometimes to ringe out the ſhrill 
alarme of the law, and ſometimes to ſound out 
the myld blaſt ofthe goſpell, ſometimes to blow 
a march in the high way of integrity , and ſomes» 
ſometimes a retraict from the the bywaye of ini- 
quity, ſometunes with thoſe pipers in the 7. of 
S. Luke, ſo to howle, & lament, that others may 
mourne, and ſometimes to pipe ſo mertily, that o- 
thers may dauace, ſometimes to vie a Dorick 
vaine, ifthe matter be iragicall and ſometimes a 
Lydian yaine, if the matter be comicall, & ſome- 
times apiting vaine, ifthe argument be ſatyricall. 
That io by our muſi ck, our phy ſic k, and our fiſh- 
ing, and all of them as diſcreetly, as ſpiritually 

erformed, we may charme, we may cure, we may 
catch many ſoules, and turning them to righte- 


pulnes may ſhine as the ſtarres, and as the bright
